The N»w Fore** of Pent—Ceameil of 


War Held by I ho Carafmcho Cam-

A Bolivian paper has the following 


account of the council of war held by 
the Corapncho Indians of Pern, when 
it was decided to help against the 
Chileans: 


On the 20th day of last month a groat 


assemblage of warriors met under the 
ancient tamarinds of the hamlet of the 
terrible Tranmacan, chiitf of the Cara- 
puchos. There were over eight hun- 
dred warriors, of frightful countenance 
and sinister mien, whose gestures 
showed the joy the prospect of destruc- 
tion and murder had aroused in their 
ferocious 
minds. 
Traumacan 
was 


seated on a rude stool formed of the 
bones of ten chiefs overcome by him, 
and under a panoply made with the 
skulls of 100 warriors whom he had 
slain with his war club or sabre, and 
he presided over the hellish assembly 
like the dark genius of the woods.

WHAT WAit BIBLICAL LKPROSY. 


Everyone knows bow large a space is 


occupied by the Levitical laws regard- 
ing leprosy, and most persons who have 
thought about it hav» probably been 
perplexed by the fact. The subject has 
Hitherto been obscure, owing to our in- 
sufficient knowledge of the varieties and 
symptoms of the terrible disease; indeed 
it is only within the last few years that 
medical investigatiun, carried on in the 
countries which are its special homes, 
have cleared up all its debatable fea- 
tures, except, perhaps, its jcoutagious- 
ness, in regard to which the committee 
of our London college of physicians con- 
sider that the weight of evidence is de- 
cidedly on the negative side, although 
there is a considerable amount of testi- 
mony that the disease is contagious in a 
certain stage, when the ulcers are run- 
ning. Now all this testimony is con- 
densed, from which it appears that the 
true leprosy of the law was not thr com- 
mon white leprosy.

cpresented in the late Legislature by 
)emocrutic Senators, viz.: Burlington, 
Hautcrdon, Middlesex and Sussex; the 


ther two, Cupe May and Passaic, by 
lepublicans. There will be a lively 
,ght in these counties for the choice of 
Senators, whose terms are for three 
•cars each, because every vote counts 
in joint ballot next year when a succes- 
en will be choson to Theodore F. Ban- 
lolph in the United States Senate, his 
crui expiring on the 4th of March, 1881. 
Vs ex-Secretary Booerson is a candidate 
or that office on the Republican side, it 
s believed his friends will uiako strenu- 
ous efforts in his behnlf; hence the fight 
will really lie between Randolph and 
Sobersou, both reputed to be very weal- 
;hy. As the Urms of the members of 
the General Assembly expire every year 
tbe election will not have much politi- 
cal significance this year in so far as 
that body is concerned. Tho rival rail- 
road companies—the Pennsylvania on 
the one side and the New Jersey Central 
on the other—each will devote its atten- 
tion to securing control of tho Assembly, 
in order to have legislation enacted, in 
fuvor of tbe one which may be success- 
ful. 
Railroad interests, not politics,
